ACT OF INCORPORATION. 

An Act to Incorporate the Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church 

South. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the State of Louisiana, in General Assembly convened. That John C. 
Keener, H. N. Tyeire, J. Saunders, R. Randle, J. B. Walker, S. J. Davies, 
L. Parker, Philo M. Goodwyn and L. A. Reed, and their associates and suc- 
cessors, such as the Louisiana Conference may from time to time see proper to 
appoint, be and they are hereby created a body politic and corporate under the 
name and style of the “Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South,” and by which name the corporation shall have 
succes.sion, and be capable of suing and being sued, entering into contract, 
receiving and holding property for educational purposes and such charitable 
purposes as may from time to time be specified by the said Conference at its an- 
nual session, either by donation or purchase. 

Sec. II. Be it further enacted, etc.. That the domicile of said corpora- 
tion shall be located in the City of New Orleans, and the affairs thereof shall 
be managed by nine trustees, to be appointed by the Louisiana Annual Con- 
ference, one of whom shall be elected President. The President and four 
trustees shall form a quorum, and shall have power to appoint all other oflScers 
uecesssary for conducting its affairs, and make and adopt such rules, by-laws 
and regulations as they may deem proper for the management of said cor- 
poration, provided that the same be in conformity with the laws and regulations 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and not repugnant to the laws ot 
the State.

We, the undersigned, do hereby form ourselves into a Corporation, to ac- 
quire and enjoy the rights, privileges and powers of a body Corporate, under 
the provisions of an Act of the Legislature of Louisiana, approved March I4th 
1855, entitled “An Act for the Organization of Corporations for Literary, Scien- 
tific, Religious and Charitable purposes.

ARTICLE I. 

The title of this Corporation shall be (here insert the title of the Corpor-

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ARTICLE II. 

The objects of this Corporation are to acquire and hold lands, houses, and 
other property, for the use and enjoyment of the members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South, and who now hold, or may hereafter hold their mem- 
bership at ; it being especially intended to 'secure the said Church mem- 

bers a house in which they may worship Almighty God, and the free use of the 
pulpit to the Ministers and Preachers of the said Methodist Episcopal Church 
South, and also to secure a Parsonage for their Minister. 



ARTICLE III. 

The domicile of this Corporation shall be at . 

ARTICLE IV. 

The members of this Corporation, a majority of whom shall constitute a 
k quorum, shall be a Board of Trustees, and they shall elect from among their 

number, at their first meeting, a President and a Secretary, who shall also act 
as Treasurer, who shall hold their offices for one year, and until their sucessors 
are chosen. The Board of Trustees may remov’^e these officers, and elect their 
successors, at any time, by a majority vote. The property shall be held, and 
suits brought and defended, in the name of the President and Trustees of the 
(here insert the title of the Corporation). Citations shall be made upon the 
President, at his residence. In the execution of any deed or act of the Board 
of Trustees, the signature of the President shall be sufficient. Vacancies may 
occur in the Board, and shall be filled in the manner and by the authorities 
provided for the appointment of Trustees by the Discipline of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South; and this Corporation shall be governed by the laws 
and usages of the said Methodist Episcopal Church South, in so far as they are 
not inconsistent with the laws of the State and the tenor and meaning of these 
articles of incorporation. 

ARTICLE V. 

This Corporation shall continue and exist for ninety-nine years. 



Note. — These Articles must |be dated and signed in presence of two wit- 
nesses, by more than six members of the Methodist Church, and then taken to 
the District Attorney, who must examine and certify that it is in accordance 
with the law, and then the Articles must be recorded in the office of* the Parish 
Recorder, after which the Board may meet, elect their officers, transact business, 
receive titles, etc.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH PUBLICATIONS. 

Several papers have been referred to this committee. Among them the 
report of the Publishing House at Nashville. We cannot but note with gratifi- 
cation the marked growth and prosperity of iU every department We express 
ourselves pleased with the appearance, as well as character, of our recently 

' published works. \ • i i. • v. r 

The report of the New Orleans Christian Advocate is likewise before us. 

* We have only words of strong commendation and approval to both publisher 

I and editor The increase upon the subscription list of two thousand names in a 

single year is significant. The thrill of a new life has been felt for over a year. 
The paper is improving in various respects. Its improved appearance is mani- 
fest. Among the entire family of the Advocates we know of none to-day that 
presents a more tasteful, agreeable and, we may add, solid appearance than our 
Conference organ. The publisher has been at great pains, and at the cost of 
much sacrifice of lime, personal convenience and money, in advancing the in- 
terests of the paper. He has lately introduced into the business management 
Bro. D. L. Mitchell, a member of Carondelet Street Church, a man of business 
experience, zeal, and activity. Under this partnership of labor and wisdom, we 
are iustified in saying there has never been a more correct and satisfactory busi- 
ness" system in the Advocate building than is felt to be established there now. 
Our publisher deserves the thanks of this body. The editorial managemei^ of 
the paper has been this year excellent. Besides this, we feel that it is nothing 
but iust to Dr. Carter to say that, perhaps, no editor in our connection has 
traveled more among the District Conferences and various general church meet- 
insrs than he has done this year. The result of this has been, beyond all perad- 
venture, good to the church. Doubtless, it will be proper for the Conference to 
• be informed at this time that the editor and this writer raised this year, by their 

personal exertions, money sufficient to liquidate a debt against the Advocate o 
twenty years’ standing. 
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Our colporteur, Rev. F. D. Van Yalkenburgh, has filed his report. We are 
gratified to see that his appointment was not a mistake. Over ^10,000 worth of 
good books has been sold by him this year; 6,000 pages of tracts distributed, 
and $900 worth of Bibles. This is the sowing of good seed, indeed. A sowing 
that can only bring good to the people ; a work that means blessings for indivi- 
dual, family, and community. We endorse the brother in his work, and bid him 
God-speed.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL. BOARD. 

Your Sunday School Board take great pleasure in reporting to you the fact 
that in every item of Sunday School statistics there has been a net gain in our 
Conference. The increase in the number of schools is 40; of officers and teachers, 
85, and of scholars, 544. The aggregate increase in monies collected by Sunday 
schools and expended for various objects, including missions, is $897,36. 

A communication from Dr. Cunnyngham shows a very considerable increase 
in the church at large. With these facts before us, we can but take courage and 
address ourselves to another year’s work with renewed energy. 

We are sorry to learn that ih some quarters our New Hymn Book has not 
yet taken the place of other musical publications in the service of song in the 
Sunday school. We think it important, nut only to the Sunday school, but to 
the Congregations as well, that our children should use our own hymn book. It 
contains the hymns that have so long rallied the hosts of our Israel, and that 
have inspired the faith of those now in glory. These hymns have been given 
to us for the use of the church for the present and for the future, and coming to 
us as they do ; with the authority of the church, with so many sacred associa- 
tions clustering about them, and adapted to all the demands ot our work, we 
think they ought to be introduced, and used everywhere, in preference to all other 
publications of like character. 

If our hymns are used in the Sunday school we can the more easily induce 
the children to sing in the Congregation, and then the help that they can give 
will not be cut off from the volume of song. 

We have had before us a communication requesting us to memorialize the 
General Conference to change the manner of electing Sunday school superin- 
tendents. Upon this subject we are not proposed to recommend any change. 

We think the evils which some brethren consider incident fo our present 
plan may be avoided by a wise and prudent administration on the part of the 
pastor, and the co-operation of the officers and teachers of the school, and that 
much is necessary to success under the operation of any plan. 

We have heretofore, from year to year, emphasized the importance of using 
our own literature, and we are happy to believe that it has well-nigh superseded 
all other in the bounds of our Conference. 

We desire now, however, to call the attention ot the preachers, and espe- 
cially of the Presiding Elders, to the fact that our Pub. House is offering 
classified libraries at low prices, and those libraries might be purchased in many 
places where there may be no other use for the money appropriated to the dis- 
tricts from the Children’s Day fund, and in this way adults, as well as children, 
connected with the Sunday school, may be supplied with a wholesome religious 
literature while they might not be induced to read any other way. We earn- 
estly desire that all our preachers see that their Sunday schools observe the 
Children’s Day service, and take the collection as ordered by the last General 
Conference. The money collected on that day, it must be remembered, is not to 
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be used for tbe current expenses of the school collecting it, but ni^t be the 
treasurer of this Board, 10 per cent going to the Sunday school of Nashville, and 
the balance for home work!^ This fund has already done great good i& helpin^g 
needy schools, and if the work is properly prosecuted a good deal more may be

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BIBEE CAUSE. 

The many-sidedness of the Bible lifts it above the coinmon level of books, 
and stamps it as cosmopolitan— pre-eminently the book of the masses, and having 

^ While it is of “ no private interpretation,” and must be handled discreetly, 
not twisted, perverted, handled deceitfully, yet invites the learned and illiterate 
as the noble Bereans to “search the Scriptures daily, whether these things are 
so ” Handle the Word of God reverently lest as the Ark ^hich Uzza touched 
nroved a most sudden rebuke and destruction to him and all for his rashness and 
hreverence, we too should go down under the fearful denunciation on the last 
page of Divine Revelation: “ If any man shall add unto these things, God shall 
Lid unto him the plagues that are wriiten in this book, and if any man shall take 
awav from the words of the book of this prophecy, God shall take away his part 
out L the book of life, and out of the holy city, and from the things which are 

written in this book . . • j • 

The Bible itself is its own interpreter. -Comments, expositions and exegesis 

are very well as helps ; but we must beware that we profane the Holy Oracles by 

living them a “ private interpretation.” j u i . 

^ The holiness it inculcates places it far in advance of any, and all other books, 
as a guide and standard for human conduct. This furnishes one of the strong in- 
ternal evidences of its Divine origin. ^ . 

Its broadness and catholicity is one of its perfections. Too broad to recognize 
sectarian bigotry— too liberal and catholic to denounce and ostracise any who have 
the true marks of the real sheep of the fold, for says the Great Shepherd ; ‘ Other 
sheep I have which are* not of this fold, and they shall become one flock and one 
Sheoherd ” Upon this broad and catholic principle the American Bible Society 
since its organization in 1816, has been moving out 

the precious Word of God as “ leaves from the tree of life for the h^kng of 
nations.” The darkness recedes before the wave of light that will • ultimately 
dash against the farthest shores.

We commend the work of this noble Society and all its auxiliaries to our 
people.

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Having performed another year’s labor, nothing can be more proper — and 
with right consideration — nothing more profitable, than a halt for the careful ob- 
servation of the results of our toil. 

If, at any point we have done nothing, or even partially failed, to that extent 
life has .been a failure. If we have failed to keep pace with the world in its 
"achievement along the social, scientific and commercial lines of its enterprizes, 
the Master cannot recognize us as having done “ well,” nor as having been 
faithful.” 

The work of the Christian Ministry is a great work, carrying with it corres- 
pondingly great responsibilities. Teachers called of God to ‘‘Go, Teach all Na- 
tions ” cannot be idle, nor indifferent to Christian education. 

These obligations may be increased or diminished by our momentary sur- 
roundings. 

A great educational revival is now sweeping our country, and ” the children 
of this world ” are recognizing the fact, and everywhere are falling into the line 
of march., Is it a fact, that “the children of light” are not up to the standard of 
energy and self sacrifice approached by the world ? 

The Methodist population of the Louisiana Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, closely approximates. 40 ,000. 

Of this number, at least three-fifths. — or 24,000 — are of educable age. But 
of this great army of educable persons not more than 300 are in schools under our 
control, if indeed, anything like that number. • Deducting the number of Matri- 
culates from other States now studying in the three schools under the control of 
our church in Louisiana, it is doubtful if a number in excess of 200, out of this 
army of 24,000, can be found in our halls of learning. 

In some instances, our children are under tne instruction of men who “ fear 
not God, neither regard man,” while in a few instances, they are being trained in 
openly avowed hostility to our church. 

The cry of poverty might fool men, but we would do well to heed St. Paul’s 
counsels, and avoid deception, for we stand before God in these matters. 

Is such training scriptural ? does it meet the approbation of our own God ? 
We are caring more for the heathen than for ourselves. In heath.en countries, we 
have a greater number of children in Christian schools, in proportion to the num- 
ber of stations, than can be found in the Louisiana Conference. We ought to 
educate the heathen, but ought not to neglect our Christian children. 

Mendicant Institutions we do not want, but a Methodist school in every 
Methodist community we do want, and nothing less will meet the demands upon 
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A little more of pedagogics in our Ministry might help us out of our troubles.

Th^Endowment is constantly increasing, and the Conference have ground for 
reasonable hope that it will become sufficient, at no distant day, to place the 
College beyond the usual contingencies of a mere floating patronage. 

The Faculty and general management deserve the warmest sympathy and

further improvements. 
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HOMER DISTRICT MALE AND FEMALE COLLEGIATE INSTITUTE. 

We are gratified to be able to report this school, under the patronage of 
Homer District Conference, as in a prosperous condition. The more we view the 
question of education as a part of our machinery and a factor in the solution of 
the problem of our success, the more we are impressed with the absolute neces- 
sity of a complete system of District schools. 

From such, our College students must come if we secure any students at all. 
We only regret that other Districts have not followed the example of the Homer 
District and provided such schools. 

The collections for educational purposes do not meet the demand upon us 
and we insist on a stronger effort to collect the entire assessments to the several 
charges. 

In consideration of the foregoing, we offer the following, viz : 

ReBolvedy That the Bishops and Conference use their utmost authority vested 
in them, to secure conformity to the discipline touching the requirement on the 
preachers to preach on “ Chriscian Education.”

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

The subject of temperance is one that has come before us so often, and under 
such a variety of presentations, that* your committee hesitate to offer anything 
beyond a brief summary of facts, setting forth the pariiculars in which it affects 
us and in which we may possibly affect it. It is a question vital to Christianity 
and good government. As a cnurch, we are loyal to temperance ; as the citizens 
of a great republic, we are pledged to the triumph of temperance principles. And 
it may be well for us, as a body of Christian ministers and laymen, for many 
reasons, to utter a new manifesto upon this subject at this time and place, and to 
declare ourselves, socially, politically and ecclesiastically, committed to the 
destruction of this common foe of mankind. There is said to be only one doctrinal 
mean upon which all men can stand, so various is the moral constitution of the 
race to which w'e belong, and that is the law' of self-preservation. Upon this 
broad platform we may assemble with all the fragments of contending nations 
and municipalities of earth, and realize a federation of the children of Adam, a 
brotherhood of man. In this age of broadening franchises and of the extension 
of freedom’s empire to North and South and East and West, w'e do not hesitate to 
align ourselves with all the moving hosts of temperance, black and white, free 
and enslaved, male and female, doctrinaire and fanatic, and declare ourselves the 
eternal enemy of this enemy of our eternal interests. Not that we commit our- 
selves for a moment to field campaigning against this sironghold of Satan, for that 
would prove a fatal weakness w'hich this artful enemy would certainly employ to 
our disadvantage, and, perhaps, destruction ; but to help those, as we are in duty 
bound, that help us and to present an union of hearts against this triumphing 
Xerxes, strong as the three hundred that beat with a single pulse at Thermopyla, 
and an union of arms as mighty as that which linked together the mailed members 
. of the Pyhrrhic phalanx in every conflict for popular freedom. That this enemy 

of all liberty, this ensnarer of men s consciences, joar excellence this arch-author of 
all devices, oi pitfall and cunning ambuscade to enslave the bodies and souls of 
men, should have appeared recently in the sublime roll of a William Tell and of 
a George Washington and have declared himself the author and chief patron of 
our freedom as a nation, is or ought to be proof positive that in the great politico- 
» religious tilt, which is progressing in our country against intemperaece, that we 

are not contending against an angel of light, but only his counterfeit, and that we 
should have, by fair means or foul, and certainly by all means, a sumptuary law. 
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or something exceeding like it, to gag this Satan. But, hov^ver warm our 
patriotic incentives, and however passionate our resolve to serve God and country 
in this sublime warfare, let no minister of the gospel leave his fortress, his strong 
rock his high tower to engage this consummate politician on ground of his own 
choosing. In conflict with this foe a word less than quick and powerful would be 
wasted rhetoric, and there could be no situation of encounter so favorable as that 
from which the Son of God and the apostles themselves thundered in the ages 
past. What is the wisdom of a man when matched against the infernal diplomacy 
that led a third part of the angels into rebellion, and in a myriad encounters has 
humbled the genius and pride and pomp of man ? And who has not learned from 
the history of the second temptation that there is only one weapon which can 
parry the fiery darts which he voluminously employs both against nations and in- 
dividuals — the two-edged sword of the Spirit, the Word of God? Whenever the 
cause of temperance shall, in the providence of nations and churches, become di- 
vorced from Christianity, Satan will find means to corrupt it, and whenever we 
enter the arena against him stripped of our armor of light, and without the trusty 
blade wilh which the Holy Spirit arms us for the fight, it will be to suffer defeat. 
The gospel of temperance, which is the gospel of Paul before Felix, and which, 
aided by the Divine Spirit, brings forlh a blessed fruit of moderation in human 
character that is equal to all human purposes of reform and all offensive and de- 
fensive exploiting against the enemy of truth, is the most powerful auxiliary of 
human skill and eloquence in this warfare ; and shall we resign it for the cold 
logic of statistical tables, or for dusty platitude, or vapid moralizing upon the 
endless wherefores of this and every other uninspired theme ? Gospel grape and 
canister is the only thing this enemy fears, and the soldier of Zion who does not 
occasionally stun him with a volley has left out an important member of his com- 
mission, and is not more than one-third, at most, a preacher of the unsearchable 
riches of Christ. The god of intemperance is all powerful on the hustings, and he 
is a mighty manipulator of ballots, and, for that reason, often prohibition does 
not prohibit; but the gospel prohibits. It prohibits with a vengeance, at least, 
equal to omnipotence ; it prohibits the drunkard’s thirst for drink, and the poli- 
tician’s lust for power, and it puts a hook into Satan^s jaw and makes him as 
domestic in his views of law and order as a chained bear. It would seem upon 
gospel principles that a man is of little use in the world, except when under the 
influence of powerful moral intoxicants, good or evil. If the man cannot be 
quelled, the devil cannot rise, or the God cannot assert himself ; and, therefore, it 
is that, perhaps, by the grace of the arch-deceiver w'e live in an age of breweries 
and in’a government of saloons ; and, therefore, it is likewise that the Son of God 
ascended to his Father that the Holy Spirit might come to all nations and com- 
munities and homes and hearts. If we see a man drunk, as the apostles of Pente- 
cost, it is important to know whether the agent of his insentiency be the evil spirit 
or the good spirit. Whisky is the semi-ethereal agent, wdth \vhich Satan carries on 
his campaigning conquests against nations and men, and it kindles a hell in the 
breast of the sinner as readily as that Holy Spirit of God, by which Christian em- 
pire is established, causes a heaven to spring up tn the heart of the Christian. 
Each in its sphere is a symbol of fire, and each burns unquenchably whatever of 
antipathetic substance to which its flame attaches itselt. The spirit of evil, the 
demon of drink, burns up, as though it had a special commission from the Creator 
himself to do this work, the gold of human character ; and the Hoty Ghost, with 
more than crucible heat, its dross. All virtues of man’s being are correlated with 
the ministry of the Holy Spirit, all the vices of his nature with the evil spirit oi 
alcohol. But however instructive may be these analogies we cannot pursue them 
further, and beg to cite you finally to the logical conclusion that as Spirit is more 
powerful than matter, and God than Satan, we can most effectively oppose the 
ministry of the latter by the ministry of the former, and to record the prophecy 
'that the spirit of intemperance in the nation and church is doomed to extinction 
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by that mighty agent upon which our Savior’s kingdom of righteousness, peace 
and joy rests as an eternal foundation. 

Revived, That, as a body of Christian ministers, we pledge ourselves to the 
support of prohibition for the home, the church, and the nation, and at the same 
time that we regard with favor that Christian conservatism which views with 
jealousy any effort to accomplish a divorce between Christianity and temperance. 

Resolved, That we will, during the ensuing year, preach ofiener upon the 
cardinal doctrine of the blessed gospel of the grace of God. - 

Resolved, That we are in hearty sympathy with the Woman’s Chj^tiam Tem- 
perance Union in their noble and self sacrificing labors for the extei^ion of their 
order and for the subjugation of their great foe and ours. 

Resolved, That in view of the benign effect, both political and religious, of 
prohibition in those parishes of our State where it has been established by law, 
that we record a grateful sense of the benefit conferred upon this great cause by 
the wise legislation of our law makers in council, and that we urge them to still 
further efforts in legal campaigning against this deadly foe of our commonwealth’s 
peace and liberties. 

Resolved, That we are uncompromisingly opposed to the compromise with 
liquor manufacturers and dealers known as high license, regarding it a device of 
Satan to catch the unwary, and which will not fail to secure the support alike of 
the half-hearted friends of temperance and of its most inveterate enemies.

CONFERENCE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

From the Report of the Secretary of the General Board of Church Exten- 
sion for the fifcal year ending March 3i, 1889, we learn that the total payments 
on all accounts for Church Extension purposes were ^67,915,78, being an 
increase over last year of $9,918 16. There were 344 churchs helped this 
year, being 49 more than were helped last year. All the boards helped this 
year 38 parsonages, being 15 more than were helped last year. Yet the gen- 
eral Secretary says that out of 234 applications made to the General Board, 
for help, they could assist only 91, leaving 143 unassisted. 

Our Conference Board has assisted this year 4 churches. Being restrict- 
ed to the use of only one half of our collections for this work, it may be 
readily teen that our help to churches in any given year must be small. Yet we 
should remember that we have an equal claim upon the General Board with 
any other part of the church, and we should not be slow to press our demands. 
In this connection, we might say that your Board has adopted a. resolution 
endorsing most heartily the application of one of our city charges for a liberal 
donation from the General Board. 

Concluding this report, we may be allowed to congratulate the church on 
the score of the great good coming to it through this agency of its evange- 
lization. It is another bond of its conuectioualism, it has heightened our 
interest in the style and qnality of our churches, and it has multiplied and 
enlarged the springs of our activity and liberality.

OF WOMAN’S MISSONARY SOCIETY, LOUIS 
lANA CONFERENCE. 

7t/ the Members of the Louisiana Conferenee: 

Brethren, beloved in the Lord, the Woman’s Missionary Society comes 

** As you are assembled, in the joy, of the annual harvest, recounting your toils 
and spoils loi Christ, we would add our mites, and apprise you of the progress our 
organization has made during the year just closed. 
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We number in membership 1656, an increase of I67; adult auxiliaries, 42; 
juvenile, 13; increase of 6 over last year; 8,000 leaflets have been distributed 
gratuitously, besides many copies of the Woman’s Missionary Advocate. 

Permit me, also, to call your attention to the constantly growing influence 
and healthful development of the work undertaken by the Woman’s Board of 
Missions. China, Mexican Border, Brazil and Indian Territory are the fields oc- 
cupied, and the work is reported as vigorous in all. The Board has^25 Mission- 
aries, 27 assistants, 27 native teachers, 0 boarding schools, 24 day schools and 
1,078 pupils; I hospital, 1 medical missionary, 1 foreign assistant and 3 native 
assistants. 

Receipts for the fiscal year, .$68,165.34. 

Appropriations, $61,350. 

The results of the year in our Conference Society are far below what they 
should be, but we lay them before you that you may lend a hand towards larger 
growth in the future. Little can be done without the co-operation of pastors; 
such is our experience. We need, not only your assent to our raison d'etre^ but 
your hearty approval and assistance. You know our need, and we ask you to 
bear the Woman’s Missionary Society on your hearts and uphold it by your 
prayers. Grateful acknowlegments are due many of our dear pastors for most ef- 
ficient and cordial support; may they shine as the brightness of the firmament 
when the gathering of the Gentiles has come 

You will rejoice with us in the fact that a missionary has gone to a foreign 
field from our own Conference Society. We regard her as a special answer to 
prayer. She is proving herself a worthy representative and faithful worker, as 
we learn from all sources. Hereby we feel our wo^i has not been in vain in the

REPORT OF BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



It is a matter of surprise, and food for thought, that the church, through as- 
semblies like the present, has to urge its membership to the discharge of missionary 
obligations that should press as a burden, and whose performance should be re- 
garded as a privilege. 

Christ has died for sinners; sinners on this side of the sea, and on the other 
side; sinners in Africa and India, as much as in America. This good news of 
pardon, with the invitation to heaven and eternal life, has been committed to the 
church. If she does not deliver the tidings, who will? And who, indeed, can? 
Will the national government, or the great monied corporations of the land? As 
for the first, it is content with a Thanksgiving proclamation: and the second consti- 
tutes the great violater of the Sabbath which the gospel imposes upon us. If the 
message be ever given, the church must and will be the messenger. Through 
her holy lips the nations are to hear of free and full salvation. And she will yet 
do it. 

But has it occurred to you that the church had this gospel, or good news 
nearly 2,000 years, and the world has not yet, in its wholeness, heard the tid- 
ings of pardon, peace and purity for the sinner? 

Two thousand years ! Tiberius Csesar was living when the church first re- 
ceived this command from the lips of Christ: Go ye into all the w'orld and tell 

the people I have died, and they can now live, Pompeii had not then been 
buried- England vras filled w-ith savages when Christ said “Go.”

Rev. George M. Liverman, 

Rev. George Mathews Liverman was born in Jefferson county, Ala,, Decem- 
ber 2g, 1838. and died March 3, 1889, in Meridian, Texas. 

Bro. Liverman was the youngest child of Jonathan Liverman, Sr., by a 
second marriage with Martha, daughter of James Boyd, a Revolutionary soldier 
of 1776. When in his ninth year Bro, Liverman lost his father by death, and in 
the following autumn his mother removed to Tuscaloosa county, where he re- 
ceived a part of his primary education ; but in less than a year his mother (who 
had lost her house meantime by fire) moved to Newton, Miss., and four years later 
to Scott county. Miss. In 1854 his guardian (a Mr. Metcalf, of Scott county) 
arranged for his education in view of his becoming a teacher. The triumphant 
death of his Christian mother in 1857 greatly affected young Liverman. Three 
months thereafter, while at school, he was converted ; in October of the same 
year, joined the Baptist Church (that being the cl\urch to* which his parents be- 
longed), and was immersed by Rev. W. A. Hudson. Soon after his conversion 
Bro. Liverman felt his call to the ministry. At the same time he was impressed 
with the importance of a finished education as a necessary preparation for that 
high calling ; but while he was planning to accomplish this purpose the late Civil 
War put an end to all hope in that direction for the time. In the spring of 1861 
he enlisted in the army of the Confederacy,and was mustered into service in Com- 
pany E, Sixth Regiment Mississippi Volunteers, which after dr.lling a few weeks 
was sent to the front. When the Sixth Regiment was holding a position at the 
battle of Corinlh, under a galling cross-fire, Bro. Liverman was among the rem- 
nant of eighty-four which, of that large regiment, had not been swept from the 
field ; and that exhausted and battered handful of men made two gallant charges 
upon the enemy the same day on which they had been so decimated; in one of 
which he was wounded by a shell, but soon)|recovered,[and was 'subsequently in 
the battles of Shiloh and Port Gibson and the bombardment of Port Hudson. He 
was twice a prisoner of war; taken first to Alton, 111., and next to New Orleans 
and Ship Island. 

During the war Bro. Liverman continued the religious life that he had en- 
tered upon three years before. The company prayer meeting and the chaplain’s 
services at headquarters were fresh in his memory till the end of his life. During 
a halt, when forming the line of battle on April 3, 1862, he wrote on the leaf of 
a blank book as follows : “ If I get killed, I am perfectly resigned to the will of 
God. I know I am born to die, and if it is my lot to fall in battle, I know the 
debt is paid. I do feel that I am at peace with my God and need not fear being 
harmed by the enemy.” * * * “ If I get killed, I want this book sent to my 
brother in Scott county, Msss., and I close, if for the last time in life, feeling and 
believing that I have discharged my duty before God and man.” 

After the surrender Bro. I iverman returned to his home with a shattered 
constitution, and suffered the effects of the strain upon him to the end of life. In 
the summer of 1865 he taught school ; but was so deeply impressed that he was 
” divinely called to the work of the ministry,” that he could not rest. As a mem- 
ber of the Baptist Church there were insuperable difficulties in the way of obtain- 
ing license to preach, owing to his avowed opposition to close communion, and 
his belief that people ought to be baptized according to the dictates of their own 
consciences. He said : “ While these were my honest views, to have made the 
confession required in order to obtain license would have involved a falsehood. 
I could not do it.” Under these circumstances he made a formal application for 
a letter of withdrawal, which was refused, and the refusal accompanied by a threat 
of expulsion for heterodoxy if he persisted in the views above stated ; but as no 
other charge or complaint accompanied the refusal, the Congregational Methodist 
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Church (the ®nly Methodists in that part of Mississippi at that time) accepted it 
as an admission that his moral character was good, and received him into fellow- 
ship, In the fall of 1865 he entered Cooper’s Institute in view of further prepara- 
tion,’ and on September i, 1866, he was licensed to preach. On May 12, I867, he 
was married to Miss Lavina Y. E. Jones, of Jasper county, Miss. In the summer 
of 1868 he was called, and in September, of the same year, ordained elder, and 
appointed to the Smyrna and Union Seminary Churches. In the winter of I869- 
70, desiring to make a more full and complete consecration of himself to the 
ministry, he wound up his affairs and pastorate and joined (on recognition of his 
orders) the Mississippi Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, South. He 
served the Holmesville and Magnolia circuit in I87O, Rankin circuit in 1871, and 
Forest circuit in 1872. In December, I872, he was transferred to the Louisiana 
Conference, and has served the following works, viz : Floyd and Delhi circuit in 
1873, Floyd circuit in 1874, South Bossier circuit in 1875 and was elected prin- 
cipal of the Fillmore Male and Female Academy but was continued on the same 
circuit in i876 and traveled the North Bossier circuit in 1877. During this year 
he was called to mourn the loss of his first wdfe. He was appointed to De Soto 
circuit in 1878 and 1879. In 1879 he completed the beautiful church in Keachie. 
which is an ornament to the village and a monument to his memory. He was 
married, February 25, 1880, to Miss Nannie Hungerford, of Keachie, La., and 
traveled the Caddo circuit in 1880 and 1881, Evergreen circuit in i882, and 
Coushatta circuit in 1883. In 1884 he was superannuated. 

Bro. Liverman was a man of great earnestness, and worked to the extent of 
his ability to the last. His fervency and pathos in prayer could not fail to impress 
and carry with him to the throne of grace everyone who loved the Lord Jesus. 

His sermons were thorough and expository and were delivered with an earnest- 
ness that stirred the souls of his congregations. The eonfidence and respect of all 
classes gave him a power for good among his acquaintances which few posse.ss. 

His life was a blessing to ttie community in which he lived. The news of his 
death created a profound impression, at Keachie, where he had resided during 
the last six years of his life. The congregation assembled at the memorial service | 

held for him was one of the largest ever seen in that place. Bro. Liverman was 
frank, fearless and faiteful in the expression of his views and in vindication of 
the doctrines of the Bible. He was a man of faith and fellowship with God. 

Many times during the months preceding his death he spoke freely to the w^riter 
of the fact that his work was done and the confidence with which he looked for- 
ward. He said : “ For the sake of my wife and children, I should like to live 
if it is God’s will ; but he knows best, and it’s all with him. His will be done.” 

A widow and six children mourn the loss of one w^ho w'as the light of his 
own home as well as a model for his neighbors. It was not the privilege of his 
family to be with him in the last hours of his life, but the oft-repeated expe- 
rience of his “ acceptance with God, and readiness to die at any time,” com- 
pensates for the absence of dying testimony. His last hours were clouded by 
unconciousness. Robt. J. Harp, Chairman.
